ASSUMPTIONS:

1. The same $5.00 waterfowl stamp is currently sold to both resident and nonresident hunters.

2. Inlicenseyear (LY) 1999, there were 25,103 waterfowl licenses sold.

3. The Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks has no clear records that document how many of these samps
were sold to nonresidents.

4. For thisfiscd note, the department estimates that 10 percent of the licenses were sold to nonresidents and

that there will be no buyer resstance.

This bill would generate an additional $112,950 (2,510 x $45) in license revenue for the department.

With the automated licensing system, there would be no additiona costs to issue this license.
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7. Thishill woud become effective March 1, 2002. Since waterfowl samps are typicdly sold in thefdl,
there would be no revenue impact in FY 2002.
